GERMANY 


,  Herbert  Hoover  or 

Morgenthau,  the  great  humanitarian,  author 
of  the  Morgenthau  Plan  of  slavery  and  anni¬ 
hilation  of  the  German  race  as  covered  at  least 
by  the  American  Zone  of  Occupation.  There 
is  no  question  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  United 
States  are  paying  for  the  carrying  out  of  two 
exact  opposite  programs  in  Germany — we  are 
trying  to  go  two,  opposite  directions  at  the 
same  time. 

It  is  not  clear,  how  the  Morgenthau  Plan  got 
into  action  in  Germany.  Nor  is  it  clear  by 
whom  it  was  approved  and  allowed  to  operate. 
England  is  too  wise  to  use  a  cruel  plan  like  this 
on  the  Germans. 

We  do  know  that  this  plan  is  entirely 
cohtrary  to  Herbert  Hoover’s  plan  of  prevent¬ 
ing  starvation.  Shouldn’t  ,we  drop  One  or  the 
other,  unless  we  believe  that  we  have  enough 
money  to  destroy  Germany  and  rebuild  it  at, 
the  same  time? 

Samuel  Lubin  is  given  most  of  the  credit 
for  thebrain  work  in  figuring  out  the  plan  for 
transforming  the  chemists;  machinists,  skilled 
workmen;,  and  professional  people  of  Germany 
into  farmers.  In  this  section,  which,  is  not  a 
farming  section,  each  German  family  is,/  to 
have  a  small  piece  Of  ground  to  scratch  out  a 
living.  The  catch  is,  which  Mr.  Lubin  prob¬ 
ably  knew,  that  if  the  area  was  divided  up 
among  the  population,  a  family  would  not  get 
enough  to ;  support  a  pair  of  rabbits. 

In  Stalin’s  half  of  Germany  is  located  the 
agricultural  section.  Millions  of  Germans  es-

;  caping  rape  and  murder  by  the  Reds  came  into 
the  American  Zone,  giving  us  more  to  feed. 
Even  in  normal  times  the  Germans  could  nof 
support  themselves  in  this  zone.  These  people 
always,  depended  upon  the  part  now  occupied 
by  Russia  for  their  food,  as  .in  the  United 
States,  the  East  depends  upon  the  West.  < 

Great  Britain  ha's  the  zone, rich  in  industry; 
France  received  the  rich  Saar  and  Ruhr;  Uncle 
Sap  pulled  the  short  straw  as  usual,  for  our 
part  of  Germany  has  little  resources. 

The  Red  politicians  sent  over  to  enforce  the 
.  Morgenthau  Plan  have  .been  directing  that  the 
few  factories  which  the  Germans  had  for  self- 
support  be  dismantled.  They  ordered  that  the 
machinery  be  given  to  Pal  Joey  arid  hauled 
to  Russia  on  our  lend-lease  gift  trucks;  ,  , 

Our  military  men  in  Gefmariy  have  beeri 
putting  up  strong  objection  to  the  Wat  De¬ 
partment  about  these  politicians  throwing  their 
weight  around  over  there  and  crippling  Ger¬ 
many.  We  have  in  operation  this  plan  of  de¬ 
spair  and  starvation  operating  on  the  whole 
German  race  one  year  after,  the  war  is  ended, 
and  we  are  told  we  are  oply  fighting  Hitlerism. 

The  Germans  who  still  live  are  to  be  driven 
into  Communism.  In.  the  whole  of  Germany 
three  million  have  already  starved  and  four 
million  have  been  carried  off  to  Russia  as 
slaves,  while  thousands  commit  suicide. 

.  With  one  hand  we  operate  the  Morgenthau 
plan  of  starvation  and  with  the  , other  we  op¬ 
erate  the  Herbert  Hoover  plan  of  relieving 


hunger.  Something  like  the  Kill  the  Pigs  and 
Plow  Under  the  Corn  program,  and  pay  the 
farmers  to  not  plant  cotton  and  then  pay  them 
a  subsidy  to  plant  cotton. 

As  the  other  nations  watch  our  manipula¬ 
tions,  what  do  they  think  we  are  trying  to  do 
- — and  do  we  know  ourselves? 

We  destroy  all  means  of  Germany  support¬ 
ing  themselves  so  they  will  be  dependent  on  us 
for  yea^s,  then  we  carry  on  a  campaign  in  our 
churches  and  papers  to  get  hundreds  of  ship¬ 
loads  of  food  to  prevent  starvation.  Herbert 
Hoover  covered  practically  the  whole  world 
in  his  trip,  investigating  hunger,  visiting  every 
country  surrounding  Germany,  but  what  pres¬ 
sure  on  thC  White  House  prevented  Hoover 
from  going  there? 

The  Army  thinks  the  Morgenthau  plan  is 
insane,  that  we  should  build '  factories  for 
Germans  to  support  themselves  —  Morgen¬ 
thau  plan  says  tear  them  down.  What  power 
keeps  it  in  action?  Is  this  in  cooperation  with 
Stalin?  Is  the  State  Department  working. with 
or  against  the  War  Department? 

We  do  know  that  the  UNRA  did  not  try  to 
prevent  starvation  in  Germany— either  under 
Herbert  Lehman  or  the  Big  Hat. 

Lehman  and  Morgenthau  are  hostile  to  Her¬ 
bert  Hoover’s  work  and  they  both  are  now 
asking  for  strict  rationing  of  the  whole  U.  S. 
again.  A  bigger  O.P.A.  with  more  jobs  for 
Russia  Firsters. 

There  is  no  reason  why  we  cannot  v^rite  our 
Congressman  and  ask  which  of  these  plans 
is  to  prevail  in  Germany.

They  create  and  use  emergencies  to  give 
excuse  for  more  regimentation.  They  cause 
conflicting  statements  to  be  issued  by  depart¬ 
ments  and  anything  to  disgust  you  and  cause 
you  to  lose  faith  in  Congress  and  your  govern¬ 
ment.

PROF  HAROLD  J.  LASKI 

1  On  May  the  12th,  1946,  Professor  Laski, 
chairman  of  the  British  Labor  Party,  in  his 
speech  at  Wales,  Scotland,  let  us  know  what 
he  thinks  of  the  United  States  and  what  he 
.thinks  of  Russia. 

Of  all  times  to  tell  us  off  — ■  when  England 
has  an  application  in  for  a  4  Billion  Dollar  gift 
loan  at  2%  interest  before  Congress,  and  with 
several  joker  clauses  in  the  loan  agreement, 
such  as:  “Unless  in  exceptional  circumstances 
a  later  date  for  payment  is  agreed  upon”.  And 
While  our  returning  veterans  are  paying  4% 
interest  for  that  same  kind  of  money,  with  no 
such  joker  clauses  to  avoid  payment. 

Professor  Laski  quoted  in  nis  recent  speech: 
“To  those  who  say  we  have  to  choose — as  I 
do  not  believe  we  have  to  choose- — -between 
the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States,  with 
its  passion  for  free  enterprise,  which  is  not 
free  and  not  enterprise,  we,  the  Labor  Party, 
stand  four-square  behind  the  Soviet  Union”. 

So  we  have  the  brains  of  the  British  Labor 
Party  in  there  pitching  for  'Stalin,  but  they 
would  accept  a  gift  loan  from  Uncle  SAP.  If 
Russia  was  contemplating  a  loan  to  a  country 
•which  had  a  government  not  sympathetic  to 
Communism,  Stalin  would  direct  that  this  re¬ 
gime  be  replaced  with  Communists  before  he 
would  consider  the  loan,  but  it  makes  no  dif¬ 
ference  to  us.  You  might  wonder  why  the 
Professor  has  so  much  crust,  but  he  knows 
something  that  the  American  citizen  does  not 
know  —  that  he  and  Mr.  Stalin  have  some 
very  influential  friends  in  our  Treasury  de¬ 
partment  who  will  not  be  offended  by  Laski’s 
remarks.
